stream or lake. 


It Is n further fact that the young 


of particular kinds of mussels require 
the gills of particular kinds of fishes 
as nurseries. The hlnck bass IB host 
for several sorts of mussels, while the 
klpjack, a kind of herring, Is the only 
known host for the best of all mussels. 
As this last mentioned fish Is far 
from being abundant in American riv- 
crs, it Is plnin that much care should 
he .exercised In Its maintenance. 


The mussel fishery that supplies the 


fresh water pearl button Industry is 
actively conducted In at least twenty 
states in the Mississippi'rived basin, 
the raw production of shells now has 
a viiluc of nliout $1,000,000. The fresh 
water pearl button Is now recognized 
ns among the cheapest d'lini'hlc but- 
tons that can be procured. The mus- 
sel hods hnve been rapidly 'depicted, 
chiefly because the fishermen In past 
years would retain nnly Ihe very hest 
shells and'discard ns culls all sliells 
tlmt were of mi Inferior grade.

SOMETHING IN YOUR . EYE? 


There Are a Few Simple Rules for the- 


Removing of Irritating 


Particles. 


Though many people have become 


expert In Hie art of removing Irrltnt- 
Ing particles from tlie eyes of others, 
n few words on this subject, will not 
be out of plnce. In removing a for- 
eign particle from the eye, nsk the pa- 
tient to look down, and then take hold 
of the' eyelash with thumb and -fore- 
finger of the left hand and pull Ihe eye- 
lid downward nnd slightly away from 
the eyeball. Next cveri, or turn bn'ck. 
the eyellO by placing midway l>ctweon 
the eyelashes and eyeball Ihe tip of the 
thumb of the right hand nnd make the 
same movement that would bfc re- 
quired to turn hock the edge of n coat 
sleeve.

If the particle Is located on the In-. 


terlor of tho upper lid It may be re- 
moved with a clean handkerchief or 
n ple'ce of clean cotton placed on the 
end of. a toolhplck or match. 
If the 


irritating substance Is not on the upper 
lid try to lln.d It In the same, manner 
on the lower lid and remove It In the 
same way. 
When the particfe Is Im- 


bedded In the cornea, or covering of 
the eyeball, It' Is best to consult a' phy- 
sician or eye specialist. After remov- 
•Ing' the particle from the eyo It is ad- 
visable to Irrigate the delicate mem- 
ber. with boric acid. 
^ Under no circumstances should any- 
one touch the eye with n handkerchief 
or other agent that has been mois- 
tened with saliva or with the tip of the 
tongue.

In treating the eyes with. some kind 


of liquid medicine one should take care 
never, to Invert the dropper after the 
solution has been drawn 
Into 
the

But many 
people hold that if farmers would go 
more into live slock raising, it would 
furnish a go°d donl of winter work 
for their helpers. 


The coal lrade has been, one of the

MeeU with-Fatal Acddtat 


Earl A. Smith, one of the most 


respected and best known fishermen 
that was. ever reared on Block Island, 
came to his death last Sunday even- 
ing tbrough ionic cause, particulars 
of which will remain forever a eealed 
mystery. 


All during the day while a howling 


northeaster raged and kicked up a 
nasty sea, Karl, worked constantly on 
his fishing boat which lay high upon 
the beach at the .outer basin at the 
Old Harbor. 
• 


After completing the necessary re-- 


pairs, he went to his home, at the 
Center and enjoyed dinner with his 
family, and about four* o'clock re- 
marked that he guessed he would re- 
turn to the Harbor and at high wn- 
tcr {which was about 8.30 oclock), 
would launch his boat and make her 
fast to bis mooring. That was the 
last.that his wife and children saw' 
of. him, ond it was not until 6.30 
Monday morning that Capt. Irving 
Ball, on his way 
tx> the dock, came 


across his body, which lay just awash 
and partially buried in the sand on 
thr> beach nearly opposite and not 
5106 yards distant from the Main 
street and the Royal Hotel". 


Capt. Ball was soon joined by the 


victim's brother, Capt. Lewis Smith, 
and at the time neither of the fish- 
ermen recognized the -identity of tho 
body, but remarked that the features 
were familiar. At the time of the dis- 
covery it was not very light and sea 
weed and sand were thickly imbedded 
in.'thc victim's ears, eyes and hair. 
Medical Examiner Frank B. Husted, 
SI. D., was notified.and the body was 
removed to the undertaking rooms of 
Wni. Burl Sharp. 
After removing 


the sand and other elements, it was 
at once observed that the victim was 
Earl Smith and word was at once 
dispatched 
to 
liij 
brother Lowis, 


who was nt the dock. Upon his arri- 
val he pronounced t!:e body as that 
of his brother and word was at once 
sent to the family, who wer^ com- 
pletely overcome at the news. 


According to Or. Husted and Un- 


dertaker Sharp Mr. Smith was not 
drowned, not the least bjt of w_nter 
being found in the body. It is con? 
ceded that Earl in some manner, after 
mooring 
his craft, 
fell 
overboard 


from his skiff while endeavoring to 
get up his anchor waj'p which had 
become fouled with that of another 
boat which lay in close proximity. 


Once in the icy water, with a ter- 


rific gale blowing and clad in rubber 
boots and oilskins; it is presumed 
that he struggled for/ nt least two 
hours, clinging,, to the bottom of the 
overturned skiff and gradually work- 
ing his way toward the shoal water 
and beach. It is thought that when 
he reached the edge of the water he. 
collapsed, and owing to a.weak heart 
d)ie to a severe:attack of pneumonia 
some months ago, and the intense 
exhaustion occasioned 
by his' lc.ng 


straggle in the water, perished in a 
short time. A watch in'Mr. Smith's 
pocket, was found stopped at about 
10 minutes past T, presumably about 
the time he fell into the water. About 
9 o'clock Mr and Mrs. J. P. Maloof, 
who reside less than-100 yards from 
the bench, distinctly heard the cry 
of "help" a half-dozen times above 
the roar of the wind. 
Mr. Maloof, 


with a flash light, ventured out to the 
street and listened and called,"but 
could hear no sounds, and thinking 
that perhaps they had been mistaken, 
returned to Uv hou?e and retired. 


It is thought that the outcries were 


made by Earl when he-landed at the 
edge of the water and simultaneous- 
ly dropped from 'exhaustion.

Smith's skiff was found, capsized, a 
few feet further along thc beach.

must be essentially the -same In tha 
arctic regions as It Is n't the equa- 
tor. 
For cold .climates the rtemnera- 


ture can be maintained by artificial 
sources and by clothes which conserve 
the heat. 
Life, however, Is continued 


where' the temperature 'of the air is 
nhove ilmt. of the body. In this case 
the heat which the body continues to- 
produce Is dissipated without ImporJ 
tnnt Increase of body temperature by 
evaporation of moisture -In ihe lungs 
and over the surface of the body. 
Ihcre must, hpwever.'be some limiting 
.condition beyond which life will be- 
Impossible. 
According to Popular Me- 


chanics Magazine It has been found 
that where the temperature of 'the air 
exceeds.

London, deriving iu characteris- 
tics of brick and stone from every 
conceivable'century, there Is nomc'thlng 
peculiarly attractive about the street 
upon street of square Georgian houses. 
Ixmdon always seems to he Ir^ a state 
of violent reaction against everything 
which Is called "eighteenth century,"- 
so that those pnrts of London which 
most resemble Dublin seem most for- 
eign to our conception of Ijondon it- 
self. Perhaps It Is because It is Georg- 
ian that Bibomsbury attracts a. par- 
ticular type of Inhabitant, as often 
as not a cultured foreigner, not to 
be found In the urbanity of Slay-fair, 
nor In the banality of Maida Vale. 
And If yon Imagine a city where all 
tho streets arc like Great Onnond 
street and the "squares like the Blooms- 
bury squares, you have an honest con- 
ception of Dublin. 


Nor does the eighteenth, century ap- 


pear In the houses alone;, there are 
those In Dublin who carry on the tra- 
dition of old world courtliness which 
has long become rare enough to be re- 
markable even in Bloomsbury; It Is 
true that they nre few. In number even 
here, but they are sufficient to leave 
a certain fragrance'of other; days In 
drawing room and coffee house.
